MY PHU, South Vietnam (AP) — Enemy bullets crackled 


from across the rice paddies and thudded into the hedgerows 
where men of the U.S. 1st Cavalry, Airmobile, Division lay 
pinned down in the dark night. 


The unit's radio came to life and the voice of Green One 


came on in a whisper. Green One — code name of the soldier 


reported he was out front with a wound in his leg and 


pinned down. 
The radioman in the hedgerow responded. 
"Can you hear any VC around you?" 
"Yes." 
"How close?" 
Green One's reply was hoarse and thin. 
"About 10 feet." 
. . , 
Five GPs unstrapped their field gear and set aside their 


rifles and automatic weapons. Each pulled out a pistol. They 
would try to reach Green One. 
There were other dead and wounded out there. When dawn 


came the 2nd Battalion, 5th Cavalry Regiment would count six 
Americans dead, 25 wounded and 13 missing. The troopers 
had swirled in Saturday noon to bolster another company that 
had come under heavy North Vietnamese fire in the flat, san. 
dy coastline near My Phu, on South Vietnam's central coast 
about 285 miles northeast of Saigon. 


The cavalrymen and the Communists have met in this same 


area many times before. The North 
Vietnamese

Dragging operations in Cone- 


wango Creek ended near dusk 
yesterday, for the body of a 
Lakewood, N. Y., man reported 
missing Friday afternoon. The 
search may resume next week- 
end. 


Firemen from Russell and 


neighboring fire companies, as 
well as local boaters, began the 
search late Friday and worked 
from 8 a.m. yesterday. 


Object of the search is James 


Leo Laughlin, 58 or 59, of 
Winch road, RD 1, Lakewood, 
N.Y. His wife reported she last 
saw him at 8 a.m. Friday when 
he left for his job at Sunshine 
Biscuit Co., in Warren. 


Early in the afternoon, his 


auto was reported as parked at 
Akeley Garage, at the east end 
of Akeley bridge over the Con- 
ewango. A person, answering 
Laughlin's 
description, 
was 


seen leaving the auto a while 
later and standing near the 
east end of the bridge at about 
4:30 p.m. Curt Johnson of Rus- 
sell made the latter report. 


Pennsylvania State Police, at 


the Warren sub-station, were 
called to investigate. Mrs. 
Evelyn Olive Laughlin, his wife, 
filed the missing persons re- 
port locally. 
A similar re- 


port was filed late Friday with 
the Chautauqua County Sheriffs 
Department. 


When the search ended yes- 


terday, Russell Fire Chief How. 
ard Jones reported there were 
17 boats being utilized, with 
more than 50 men assisting in 
the operations.

Charles de Gaulle suffered a 
humiliating rebuff in returns 
that 
thrust a Communistic, 


cialist-leftist alliance into a 
challenging position in France 
for the first time since the 
Popular Front of the 1930s. 


The electorate yesterday vir. 


tually if not completely revoked 
De Gaulle's majority in Par- 
liament, the returns indicated. 


Maurice Couve de Murville, 


De Gaulle's veteran foreign 
minister who made foreign poll- 
cy an issue of his campaign, 
was one of several Cabinet offi- 
cers brushed aside by the voters 
in yesterday's runoff vote for 
the New National Assembly, of- 
ficial results showed. 


Yesterday's returns, com- 


bined with results in the first 
round a week ago, gave the Gaul- 
lists and their allies 243 seats 
in the new assembly, and 240 
to the combined opposition, in. 
eluding Center Democrats, with 
three contests unreported. 


A majority in the new assem- 


bly will be 244. 


This was a big drop from 


Gaullist strength in the old as. 
sembly where they had a ma- 
jority of 40 seats. 


One after another, Gaullist 


leaders from Premier George 
Pompidou to Interior Minister 
Roger Frey conceded their set. 
back, then bravely predicted 
they could continue to govern 
with the aid of Jean Lecanuet's 
Center Democrats. 
The results were a bitter blow 
to the proud president who con- 
fidently expected a resounding 
endorsement from the nation's 
voters. Instead, it left his future 
Cabinet teetering on a thin par. 
liamentary edge, although his 
own 
tenure 
as 
president 


through 1972 remained unaffect- 
ed.From the government's view- 
point, the situation was embar- 
rassing. The three missing re- 
sults included one on the West 
Indian isle of Guadeloupe, one 
district in Polynesia whose re- 
turns will not be available for 
another week, and a district on 
Corsica where voting and coun. 
ting were marred by clashes 
and charges of irregularities. In 
all three cases, a leftist was fa. 
vored. 


There was even a strong 


chance that the assembly would 
wind up in equal blocs of 243 
each for the Gaullists and the 
combined opposition. In theory, 
this could leave the assembly 
majority in the hands of voters 
in distant Somaliland who first 
must decide whether they want 
to remain under the French 
flag. A referendum is being con. 
ducted there next Sunday on 
this issue and in the meantime 
an assembly seat is being held 
open for Somaliland. 


This is where De Gaulle en- 


countered violent anti-French 
riots on his visit last summer, 
and the referendum was or- 
dered because of this. 


In the old assembly, the Gaul- 


lists and their allies led by Vale- 
ry Giscard D»Estaing held 282 


seats out of a total of 483, a 40- 
seat majority. New districts 
brought the new assembly's to- 
tal to 486 — or 487 if Somaliland 
is included. 


In addition to jeopardizing 


Gaullist control of Parliament, 
the election had at least two 
other results on the national 
scene: 


It marked the resurgence, for 


the first time since the 1936 
Popular 
Front 
under Leon 


Blum, of a strong alliance 
among leftist parties, linking 
the Communists to the Social- 
ists and other non-Communist 
leftists. 


It placed the Center Demo-

SAIGON — The United States 


lost four jet fighter bombers 
over North Vietnam Saturday, 
three of them during the raid 
on the vast-iron and steel plant 
at Thainguyen, an American 
military spokesman said to- 
night. 


Earlier, Radio Hanoi an- 


nounced that North Vietnamese 
gunners had shot down seven 
American jets. 


In another action Saturday,

shore battery fire. 


The spokesman said that six 


men aboard the destroyer USS 
Keppler were injured, three of 
them seriously, when the vessel 
was shelled about 30 miles north 
Of the port of Vinh. 


Another destroyer, the USS 


Ingersoll, counterattacked and 
silenced the shore guns while 
the wounded seamen were evac- 
uated, the spokesman said.

The men with pistols inched forward on their bellies. They 


were back half an hour later with two wounded. Green One 
was not among them. 


The big sergeant radioed: "Green One," he said. "Man, if 


you got the guts to do it, whistle. We'll try and find you." 


Green One whistled. It sounded acres away. He was told to 


whistle again. This time there were three or four whistles in 
the inky darkness. 


Four men set out again. 
Green One lay hidden beside a paddy dike and the enemy sol- 


diers missed him as they moved about the battlefield. This time 
the cavalrymen found Green One and brought him baqk with, 
out a fight. On the way, the men found two other wounded men. 


One of them said Communist troops had come upon him but 


he played 
dead while they picked up his rifle and gre- 


nades. 


The patrol also found the body of the company commander, 


next to a machine gun. The machine gunner said the com. 
mander had leaped into a gully to help him but broke his leg in 
the jump. Yet he crawled over to help and was trying to apply 
a bandage on the gunner when sniper bullets slashed in. The 
commander died on the spot. 


The number of wounded they had found alarmed the GIs. 


How many more were out there? 


"Where is Chuck . . . BUI .. .Willy? When did you see them 


last," they asked one another. 


At that point, the radio crackled with the voice of the battal- 


ion commander. He told the sergeant that the company was to 
pull back. 


He said he knew the men hated to leave friends behind, but it 


was vital to get everyone out that could possibly make it. 


The men started back. Two were severely wounded and had 


to be carried in litters. Three other wounded struggled along, 
leaning on buddies. 


They reached a secure area and helicopters lifted out the 


wounded. The others flopped wherever there was space to 
rest out the night.

Pentagon Urges Caution 
On Mining North Harbor

WASHINGTON — With the 


United States having embarked 
in recent days on an expansion 
of raids against North Vietnam, 
some high Defense Department 
officials 
are 
counseling * the 


White House against bombing 
or mining Haiphong Harbor, 
for the time being at least. 


Others urge a major cam- 


paign to isolate Hanoi from 
outside supply by blocking its 
harbors. 


But the advice to Haiphong 


alone is being given added 
weight, officials say, because 
of a belief that threats may be 
more productive than actually 
hitting Haiphong Harbor. 


One of the principal factors 


motivating the Soviet Union in 
its increasing efforts to per- 
suade Hanoi to end the war, 
the argument goes, is the fear 
that continued air 
and sea 


strikes will eventually include 
Haiphong and thereby risk a 
clash between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union, which sends goods 
to Hanoi in Soviet ships, using 
the port of Haiphong. 


Officials 
say 
there 
are 


"clear signs" that Soviet offi- 


cials have recently stepped up 
their pressure on North Viet- 
nam to settle on what Hanoi 
must regard as less than opti- 
mum terms. 


But, they point out, Moscow 


has become so concerned about 
what might happen if a Soviet 
ship was sunk by an American 
mine or bomb that Moscow has 
avoided shipping heavyweapons 
to North Vietnam by sea. 


Military sources say recon- 


naissance photos show that for 
the most part the Soviet Union 
has used the ocean route only 
for such things as trucks, pe- 
troleum, chemicals and bridge- 
repair materials, sending ov- 
erland crated MIG planes, sur- 
face-to-air missiles and anti- 
aircraft artillery.

(Editor's Note: WarreruForest County Assemblyman William C. Puellhart yesterday made 


several personal comments in regard to Senate Bill I, which is to be signed by Governor Ray. 
mond P. Shafer authorizing Constitutional Revision.) 


Senate Bill I (popularly known as 


the Constitution Revision Bill) has 
passed the House of Representatives 
and the Senate. Undoubtedly before 
this column appears, the Governor 
will have signed the Bill. This Bill 
gives you, the voters, the privilege 
of deciding whether or not you wane 
a limited convention. You will make 
th'is choice at the May 16, 1967 Pri- 
maries. 


As I voted for this Bill, I feel 


that the voters of Forest and War- 
ren counties have a right to know 
my reasons for so doing.

There are a number of paragraphs 


in the Bill of which I personally am 
not in favor and would rather have 
seen omitted or changed. Included 
among these paragraphs is the time 
limit on the convention itself, and 
limiting the convention to changing 
only parts of Article II, Article V, 
Article LX, and all of Articles XIII, 
XIV and XV. In spite of these limits 
and others, I still feel that the con- 
vention is a step in the right direc- 
tion. 


It is my fervent hope that all the 


voters will familiarize themselves 
both with the bill itself and most 
important, with the articles of the 
Pennsylvania Constitution, which 
the bill authorizes the delegates to 
change.

it didn't produce a single giggle.

roics on the Whither Vietnam 
TV shows are 
often funnier 


than Jackie Gleason's, but for 
some mysterious reason they 
are taken seriously. The other 
day a reporter asked him what 
if we bombed a Soviet freighter 
while following his advice to 
plaster Haiphong harbor. That 
would be "just too damn bad," 
he replied. This is the kind of 
thing that hurts only if you 
don't laugh. 


Part of the reason for the 


present melancholy air in Wash, 
ington is simply that the two 
major problems in the world, 
war and poverty, are not funny 
and most of the principal politi. 
cal characters on the scene 
here are mournful technicians. 
Lyndon Johnson and Senator 
William Fulbright are self -tor- 
menting men. Vice President 
Humphrey and Senator Dirksen 
are 
almost the only blithe 


spirits in town, and ever, they 
often seem to playing the role 
of the laugning but brokenheart. 
ed clown. 


What humor there is in the 


official Washington debate is 
neither gentle nor joyful. John 
Kennedy was irritated with th.j 
press too, but he kidded fre 
reporters with wit; President 
Johnson tries to kill them with 
sarcasm. The remarkable thing 
about the present political con- 
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troversies here is not that they 
are so unusual—in fact they are 
inevitable-tut that they are 
carried on in such a mean and 
vicious spirit. 


Robert Kennedy has a con. 


trived and self deprecating wit 
which is often effectiv*, but the 
KennedyJohnson feud is per- 
sonal and ugly and harmful to 
both. 
Fulbright accuses the 


President of "the arrogance of 
power" which leaves an open 
wound, partly because it is not 
quite accurate. 


"The presumption of power" 


might be nearer the truth. It 
is obviously a presumption to 
suppose that any one man can 
do as many things as President 
Johnson is trying to do in this 
Government or in the world; or 
that any one nation can do as 
much as the United States is 
now presuming to do. And this 
is one of the oldest comic situa- 
tions in history: the solemn and 
well-meaning 
character who 


thinks he can do everything but 
stumbles on from one pratfall 
to another.

Members of the Senate Ethics Committee are 


all honorable men—John Stennis, D-Miss., Wal- 
lace Bennett, R-Utah, co-chairmen; Mike Mon- 
roney, Okla., and Gene McCarthy, Minn., Demo- 
crats, with John Sherman Cooper, Ky., and 
James Pearson, Kans., Republicans. 


It is true that the Senate moves with more 


"deliberate" speed than the House. It Is also 
true that the committee staff has needed time to 
make a thorough investigation of Dodd's fi- 
nances. Even so, however, eight months is a 
long period of "deliberation." And delay dulls 
the memory of witnesses, risks the death of wit- 
nesses and plays into the hands of Sen. Dodd. 


Why the patience of the investigatingSenators 


is up to them. But here is the chronological 
record of their deliberation: 
+ 


1. Of Feb. 23, 1966, Sen. Dodd asked the 


Ethics Committee to investigate charges against 
him. He took the initiative. The committee 
did not. It was suspected that Dodd anticipated 
an early whitewash from his colleagues. 


2. Earlier in February Dodd had written the 


FBI asking that it investigate Pearson and An? 
derson in connection with columns published 
about him and documents quoted. When J, Ed- 
gar Hoover proceeded with the probe, his G- 
Men conducted it in such a way as to indicate 
they were on Dodd's side. Some witnesses were 
actually called into Dodd's office to be cross- 
examined. Dodd was once an FBI agent. 


3. After the Ethics Committee decided to in- 


vestigate, it permitted Dodd to be represented 
by counsel, a. privilege not given to any other 
witness except the late Sen. Joe McCarthy, R- 
Wis., when he was censured. 


4. After the committee had printed its rules, 


it amended them to permit Dodd's counsel to 
cross-examine witnesses.

Furthermore, the Ethics Committee permitted 


Dodd's counsel to cross-examine witnesses not 
regarding their credibility but about their private 
lives, questions which never would have been 
permitted in a court of law. This seta new Senate 
precedent and will make it difficult for the 
Senate to get reputable witnesses to testify 
against a Senator's conduct in the future. 


Dodd turned up with the Wall Street law firm 


of Cahill, Gordon, Sonnett, Reindel & Ohl as 
his counsel. John Sonnett, senior partner, plus 
assistants, came to Washington personally. 
The services of this firm on a case of this 
kind run around $3,000 a day. The mystery has 
never been solved as to who has put up the 
money. 


5. Dodd's counsel was also permitted to look 


at the transcripts of closed-door hearings so 
he could know in advance the questions asked 
of witnesses in closed-door sessions. The wit- 
nesses who testified against the Senator were 
given no such reciprocal privilege. 


6. The committee would not permit com- 


mittee counsel Benjamin Fern to cross-examine 
Dodd and did not require Dodd himself to tes- 
tify, except as he volunteered. It also failed 
to cross-examine Mrs. Dodd on the question 
of rugs when she testified about a completely 
different set of rugs than those which had 
been brought into the hearing. 


In mid-January Sen. Dodd and his counsel 


moved behind closed doors that the committee 
lacked jurisdiction to probe Dodd's finances. 
At this point the Senate Ethics Committee be- 
gan to stiffen up. All its members voted against 
their colleague from Connecticut. 


Previously counsel Fern had begun a pains- 


taking investigation of Dodd's finances. Though 
Dodd had asked for the investigation, he re- 
fused to show the committee his financial re- 
cords. Committee investigators had to subpoena 
the records from banks and elsewhere, the hard 
way. 


On or about Feb. 15 the Senate committee of- 


fered to stipulate certain facts in advance of to- 
day's hearings in order to save time and per- 
haps embarrassment to Dodd, Dodd made a 
counterproposal. 


He was willing to concede that he had used 


the proceeds of testimonial dinners to pay 
personal debts and expenses, but wanted the 
Senate committee to agree that he had a right 
to do this because the dinners we re for personal 
proceeds, not political contributions. 


Dodd did not report the proceeds of the din- 


ners, amounting to at least $170,000 as taxable 
income and he proposed stipulating to the com- 
mittee that he had "borrowed" this money. The 
Senate committee rejected this counter stipu- 
lation. 


This, in brief, is the record of the investi- 


gation of Thomas J. Dodd as it resumes hear- 
ings today.

Sparked by hefty gains in wages 
and salaries, personal incomes 
soared a huge $5V2 billion in 
January and they have continued 
to climb. 
Because the pace 


of price rises 
has slowed, 


you're not in as severe a cost- 
of-living squeeze as in 1966. 


In the face of this, though, 


you saved almost 6 per cent of 
your after-tax income in the 
final months of 1966, a full 
percentage point above your 
savings rate in the third quarter 
and the highest rate in almost a 
decade. An increase of 1 per 
cent may not seem much but 
this percentage of a total after- 
tax personal income running at 
around $520 billion works out to 
more than $5 billion. That's 
big-time money to take away 
from sales and put into savings. 
Moreover, authoritative 
re- 


ports are that the savings rate 
recently has been close to 7 
per cent—and if so, this would 
be a savings level rarely seen 
in modern times. 


Why? 
One reason could be that you 


are nervous about the economic 
outlook in general and your own 
prospects in particular. Thus, 
you want to build up your cash 
backlog "just in case. . *" 


Another reason could be that 


you developed a major resent- 
ment against last year's price 
increases and you have decided 
to "show them" by reducing 
your buying for a while. You 
might logically expect that the 
threat of inflation would send 
consumers 
to market to beat 


the price increases; this is the 
way 
consumers 
react 
In 


countries traditionally plagued 
by inflation. 
But not in our 


country. 
Except at times of 


overwhelming crisis, an in- 
flationary price trend in the UjS. 
tends to reduce, not encourage, 
consumer buying. 


A third explanation surely is 


tight money. While the credit 
pinch is now easing, the change 
is as yet hardly perceptible at 
the consumer level and housing 
is just starting to reflect the 
g r e a t e r availability of 
mortgage credit. If you're not 
building or buying a new house, 
you're not spending money for 
the thousands of things that go 
into a new house. 


Certainly another explanation 


could be your dismay about the 
Vietnam war. 
On this point, 


it's worth remembering that 
after the Cuban missile crisis 
was resolved in late 1962, the 
American consumer showed his 
relief by going on a spending 
spree. 


Still another reason could be 


your indifference to the 1967 
cars and your intention to wait 
until the next models before 
renewing your spirited love af- 
fair with the automobile. This 
alone would help account for the 
fact that consumer credit is now 
rising at the slowest pace in 
four years. 


Whatever the reason—and for 


millions, "the 
reason" is a 


combination of these and other 
reasons—you've 
dramatically 


shifted 
your spending-saving 


habits 
for the time 
being. 


Despite the frequent accusation 
that you have repudiated your 
Puritan heritage of thrift, you 
are demonstrating that savings 
have definitely not gone out 
of style. You are pouring money 
into financial institutions on a 
scale they d)dn't dare antici- 
pate and thereby providing the 
institutions 
with funds to in- 


crease their mortgage loans at 
progressively 
lower interest 


rates. 
You are buying U.S. 


savings bonds at the highest 
rate in 22 years and thereby 
providing the U.S. Treasury 
with an unexpected windfall. 


You also are Injecting a great 


new element of uncertainty into 
today's "smorgasbord" econ- 
omy. 
You are, in fact, responsi- 


ble for much of the smorgas- 
bord, for by saving at this rate 
you are forcing goods to back 
up on businessmen's shelves 
and businessmen in turn are 
slashing their new orders as 
they try to clear out their ex- 
cessive inventories. You are 
reminding us all that as the 
source of two-thirds 
of all 


spending in our economy, you 
are still the dominant factor 
in the economy's trend. 


But the profound point is 


that you are spending less be- 
cause you ar* saving more— 
and not because you ha've less 
to spend. So just as you are 
astounding the experts in early 
1967 by holding back on buying, 
so you may astound them again 
in late 1M7 by letting go. With 
all that money stashed away, 
you could easily do it.

Hydrofoil 
To Travel 
Lake Erie 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y. (AP) 


—A hydroskimmer, Bell Aero- 
system's air-cushioned vehicle, 
will travel the length of ice-cov- 
ered Lake Erie next week in 
what company officials said Sat. 
urday is the first such feat of 
its kind. 


The 7V'z-ton amphibious air- 


craft, the same type used by the 
Navy in South Vietnam, will 
make the 235 - mile trip with 
stops in Dunkirk, N. Y,, Erie, 
Pa., Cleveland, Ohio and Pelee 
Island in Ontario, its destina- 
tion. 


It is "the first attempt by a 


surface vehicle to travel the 
length of Lake Erie under win- 
ter conditions before the ice 
breakup and the opening of the 
navigation season," company 
officials said. 


The hydroskimmer, support- 


ed by a four-foot thin cushion of 
air, can reach speeds in excess 
of 65 miles per hoar. 


A company spok3sman said 


the objectives of the trip, a 
U.S. • Canadian venture, is to 
obtain engineering data on the 
over-all performance of the ve- 
hicle over a maximum range 
of the lake under winter condi- 
tions. 


It is hoped that the hydroskim- 


mer may provide the necessary 
transportation in the winter for 
residents and officials of Pelee 
Island, about 20 miles north of 
Sandusky, Ohio. 


Once the lake freezes over, 


usually in early December, the 
only means of transportation to 
the mainland from the island is 
by airplane.

According to a structure plan, 


previously approved by the de» 
partment, the addition will con- 
tain 
eight classrooms, five 


units for teaching sciences, two 
instructional planning centers, 
art-craft area, library, indus- 
trial arts shop, music room and 
faculty room. 


Cost estimates cleared by the 


department 
included general 


construction, $763,500; electri- 
cal, $125,300; heating and ven- 
tilating, $142,500; plumbing, 


$104,700 and sewage disposal 
facilities, $75,000. 


Structure cost of the project 


was placed at $1,210,000. The 
difference between this amount 
and the total approved by the 
department for financing of all 
costs of the addition covers 
fixtures and equipment, $85,. 
520; 
architect's fee, $72,600 


and contingent fund. 


Cost of the project is being 


financed by issuing municipali. 
ty authority bonds. Annual ren- 
tal to be paid by the school 
board for indebtedness charges 
and to retire the bonds was es- 
timated by the department at

cent and a bond period of 30 
years.

Memorial Day, under this bill they have introduced will be the 


last Monday in May. The Fourth of July might not be the Fourth 
at all—it would fall on the first Monday in that mid-summer 
month. Veterans' Day would end up on the second Monday in No- 
vember, rather than Nov. 11. Now wouldn't that be interesting? 
Picture the scene: Bill Ninetofive wakes up when the alarm goes 
off and stumbles around the kitchen, spilling the coffee he needs 
to see him through the ordeal of getting through the day. Half- 
way through the chore, his wife remembers that this is the third 
Monday of August in an uneven year and thereby is a holiday. 
By this time, of course, the day's shot and BUI can't even enjoy 


'Labor Day escapes our Congress, though, because it falls on 


a Monday anyhow. Religious holidays are exempt, probably be- 
cause that would fill up more Mondays than we have to go 
around. That leaves seven major holidays to sprinkle around 
available Mondays.

The Birth Of The 'Thriller 
Recounted By Minister 


In his speech on "Gothic 


Literature—The Revival of the 
Ridiculous" at the meeting of 
the 
Association 
of College 


Woman on Wednesday, March 
8, the Reverend R. L?e Mull, 
assistant pastor of the First 
Lutheran Church, stated that 
Gothic literature was a type 
of fiction produced in England 
in the late eighteenth century 
and early nineteenth century. 
This movement 01 English li- 
terature brought forth no great 
novels or novelists but left a 
decided literary influence upon 
later writings. 


Gothic literature possessed a 


plot built around a dramatic 
mystery 
such 
as 
a disap- 


pearance, a concealment of 
parentage, an unsolved crime, 
or the mismanagement of an 
inheritance. 
The 
solution 


usually came at the end of 
the Gothic tale of horror. 


The atmosphere was alive 


with danger, terror, torture, 
dark grottos, clanking chains, 
forged documents, haunted cas- 
tles, murder, and violence. 


The actual physical envi- 


ronment showed an ancient lone- 
ly castle or abbey, torrents, 
howling winds,'1 moors, all of 
which contributed to the alarm 
of the heroine, who was usually 
the central figure. 


In 1764 Walpole produced 


"The Castle of Otranto," the 
first great Gothic novel. It 
was this famous and charming 
letter writer, who, seeking es- 
cape 
from 
th6 real world, 


started the fashion of grotesque, 
bloodcurdling tales of horror 
and of the supernatural. Others 
to follow were "Champion of 
Virtue" by Clara Reeve, "The 
Old Manor House" by Char- 
lotte Smith, and "The Recess" 
by Sophia Lee. 


Mrs. Ann Ward Radcliffe, 


who was probably the most in- 
fluential of the Gothic novelists, 
wrote 
"The Mysteries of 


Udolpho," her best novel, which 
alternately puzzled and chilled 
readers.

The kidneys manufacture approximately three pints of 


urine a da>. The secretion passes thru the right and 
left ureters into the bladder and from there to the out. 
side via the urethra. Men void on an average of five times 
in a 24Jiour period and women, three to four times. The 
urge to empty the bladder one or more times at night may 
be a nabit rather than a need and usually occurs after 
drinking liquids before retiring and in the tense and emo. 
tionally disturbed. 
If such factors do not play a role, a 


urinary tract disturbance may be responsible. 


Excessive urination (polyuna ) may be due to diabetes 


( mellitus or insipidus) or to certain kidney disorders. 
The renal organs concentrate urine and when this func- 
tion is lost thru disease or degeneration of the kidneys. 
they are forced to double or triple their output to dis. 
solve and eliminate the usual amount of waste material, 
The bladder is emptied several times at night and the 
quantity may exceed that excreted during the day. 


Frequency is a sign of irritation or injury along the 


urinary tract. The membranes may be so sensitive the 
urge comes every 15 to 20 minutes. Burning (dysuria) 
ensues if the secretion is concentrated or too acid and 
when the membranes are irritated thru inflammation. 
Bleeding may stem from ulcer or infection of the bladder 
wall. 
When hemorrhage 
follows injury, a bleeding 


laceration may exist. 


Nervousness and frequency are close companions.

Tec little urine may be more serious than too much. 


It is natural to urinate less when sweating is profuse 
but the decrease is significant when associated with 
shock, dehydration, or serious forms of kidney disease. 
Failure to void means obstruction or loss of kidney 
function. Unless the structures are encouraged to work, 
uremia will ensue.

For Tax Return 
Are Explained 


Two income tax returns — 


Form 1040A and Form 1040— 
are provided for the filing of 
Federal individual income tax 
returns. H. Alan Long, District 
Director of Internal Re venue for 
W e s t e r n Pennsylvania, 
announced today. 


Taxpayers 
whose incomes 


were less than $10,000 and who 
had no more than $200 income 
from dividends, interest and 
other wages not supported by a 
Form W-2, may use the short 
Form 1040A. 


A joint return on Form!040A 


may be filed by a husband and 
wife if their combined income 
was less than $10,000 and other 
requirements were met. 


Form 1040 may be filed by 


any U.S. citizen or resident re- 
gardless of the source or 
amount of his income, Mr. 
Long said. 


Form 1040 must be used to 


(1) claim status as "Head of 
Household" 
or 
"Surviving 


Spouse"; (2) claim a credit for 
retirement income; (3) claim 
exclusion for "sick pay"; (4) 
claim credit for estimated tax 
payments paid during the year; 
(5) claim travel, transportation 
moving or other expenses; (6) 
claim exemptions for depend- 
ents based on multiple support 
agreements; (7) itemize*deduc- 
tions; (8) pay self-employment 
tax; or (9) claim credit for 
taxes paid on gasoline and lubri- 
cating oil not, used on highways.

Washington has begun to recognize—and respond to—wide- 


spread concern in the business community over the rapid and 
sharp slowdown in the private sector of the economy. 


The most significant counter-offensive so far was Presi- 


dent Johnson's call last Thursday for immediate restoration 
of the 7 per cent investment tax credit that was suspended last 
fall as an anti.inflation measure. 


That move, coming in the wake of repeated efforts to ease 


money conditions and steps to pump funds into housing and high- 
way programs, was warmly applauded in economic and business 
circles. 


It won particular endorsement in the stock market, which 


celebrated the news with a rally in near-record trading on Fri- 
day. In the first hour alone, turnover on the New York stock 
Exchange topped five million shares. 


Ihvesters were impressed and encouraged by the Admini- 


stration's recurrent applications this year of its Keynesian 
philosophy—active Government intervention into the economy 
to stimulate aggregate demand. 


There was, however, some disappointment among business- 


men and others that the President did not couple his invest- 
ment.credit announcement with an abandonment of the Ad. 
ministration's January proposal for a 6 per cent surcharge on 
corporate and personal income taxes.

The Administration's adherence to the surcharge recom- 


mendation seems to be linked to the belief that inflationary 
dangers may still confront the nation in the second half of the 
year, even if the business investment area no longer shows 
over-exuberance. 


Many economists have been advocating disavowal of the 


surcharge recommendation on the ground that deteriorating 
economic conditions now make such action inappropriate. 


Washington may also be motivated by fears of an excessive- 


ly large Federal deficit this year as a result of heavy spending. 


On this point, Dr. William Freund, economist for the Pru- 


dential Insurance Company, observed last week: "The Federal 
budget might well suffer a larger deficit with a tax surcharge 
than without one. A tax increase which smothers the forces of 
expansion will lead to lesser tax revenues than no tax increase 
at all." 


Some other economists are even calling for new excise tax 


cuts as the next Governmental step in an effort to strengthen 
consumer demand for durable goods. This could inject an ad. 
ditional $3-billion of spending power into the economy. 


Perhaps it would now be appropriate also to have a slight 


reduction in the Federal Reserve's discount rate and in the 
prime lending rate at major banks to work against any further 
major slippage in the economy. 


If Congress approves restoration of the investment credit 


and accelerated depreciation as promptly as many expect, the 
effect might well be the addition of sorre $2-billion to $3. 
billion this year to business spending plans for new plant and 
equipment. 


It would, in effect, mean resumption of the spending pre- 


viously pruned by business because of the 7 per cent credit 
suspension. 


The President's proposal, sudden and unexpected, was doubt, 


less triggered by a new Government survey that found business 
capital spending intentions even lower than the reduced rate 
generally expected for this year. 
+ 


The survey pointed to an actual downturn in capital spending 


in the first and second quarters of this year from the fpurth. 
quarter rate in 1966. It also Indicated a gain of only 3.9 per 
cent for the full year, against last year's booming 16.7 per 
cent increase. 


Even a rise of 3.9 per cent however, would not represent a 


physical gain since prices of capital equipment have probably 
jumped more than that since last year. 


But the further upturn in these expenditures now envisioned 


as a result-of the President's dramatic intervention should help 
to offset the further declines that still loom in another sector 
of the economy—industrial production. 


With automobile sales still depressed and steel output lagging 


from last, year's pace, the industrial production index may well 
suffer a decline of 5 per cent, or moie, from last year's record 
level before an expected upturn sets in during the second half of 
1967. 
+ 


While autos and steel are the most significant elements in 


the industrial downturn there are many others contributing to the 
present weakness in the production index. Among them are the 
declines in output of appliances, lumber, textiles, paper, to- 
bacco and construction materials. 


Up to this point, though, there is no cause for great alarm. 


The recent business slide may well turn out to be no more than 
a pause in the nation's six-year economic expansion, even though 
nine of the 12 leading economic indicators are now pointed 
downward. 


The optimists are still firmly 'convinced that the arrival 


of spring will restore consumer confidence and spark a brisk 


upturn in sales of cars, appliances, other durables and general 
retail activity that will help propel the economy along a sharp 
upward path again. 


They are also counting on continued heavy Government spend- 


ing, a big recovery in housing and additional Social Security bene- 
fits at mid-year to pump new life into the economy.

But a major drag for some months ahead may be the exces. 


sive level of inventories on business shelves. These have been 
built up to some $l7-billion, the highest level since the Korean 
war. Some analysts believe these might be "corrected," or 
liquidated, to the extent of some $6-billion during the next two 
quarters. 


Thus, the possibility exists that the present economic down- 


turn might deepen considerably, although few economists see a 
recession developing. With Government spending rising and 
spending on services expanding, the outlook is still for a modest 
rise in the nation's gross product this year. 


This stock market also seems to be anticipating a good business 


year, just as its 25 per cent decline last year discounted the 
current adjustments underway in the economy. None of that 
bearish news seems to ruffle the general market nor greatlj 
weaken the averages. 


There is no doubt that the stock market has been bolstered 


by the continuance of Administration efforts to make money 
easier. 


There has been a continued uptrend in the nation's money 


supply and, in the week ended last Wednesday, the Federal Re- 
serve made massive securities purchases (($1.3-blllion) in an 
aggressive move toward easier money — just one week after the 
money managers announced a reduction in commercial.bank re- 
serve requirements. 


Some analysts are concerned, however, over the great surge 


in stock trading activity this year. Some see it as evidence of 
renewed speculation, particularly in the glamour stocks and 
those subject to rumors, mergers or tender offers. Others di&» 
miss the speculation worries on the ground that much of the 
volume is coming from solid institutional activity. 


In any event, the major New York exchanges are enjoying 


big business this year. Volume on the New York Stock Exchange 
so far in 1967 exceeds 481 million shares, 10 per cent above' 
last year's record pace. And turnover on the American Ex. 
change has reached 175 million shares, almost matching last 
year's active dealings. 


There is also hectic activity elsewhere on Wall Street. 
Investment bankers face one of their busiest weeks in history 


this week as the World Bank raises $250.million, corporations 
sell $320-million of bonds, shareholders market more than $100. 
million in big "secondary" offerings, and cities and other local 
governments offer ?175.million of tax-exempt bonds.

Company, which sent out Hogan 
and Wertham to clean up the 
situation. 


Hogan and Wertham set out 


poison in small paper trays 
which the rats, being nobody's 
fools, declined to eat. After a 
few weeks Mr. O'Flaherty com- 
plained, and Hogan and Wer- 
tham returned. "If there's one. 
thing I hate," said Wertham, 
examining the untouched trays 
of poison, "it's a smart rat." 


"They are probably part of 


international rattism's scheme 
for world domination," said Ho- 
gan. "We're going to have to 
take severe measures." 


That night Hogan and Wer- 


tham sat in ©"Flaherty's cellar 
with shotguns. There were half 
a dozen loud reports during the 
night. At dawn Wertham woke 
Mr. O'Flaherty with bad news.

tack on the cellar pipes with 
sledge hammers. This was 
-done. 


In the wreckage next morn- 


ing they found one dead rat 
and three mice. "We've got'em 
on the run," 
said Wertham. 


That night he conducted Oper- 
ation Pied Furnace, which re- 
sulted 
in the 
demolition of 


O'Flaherty's heating plant. 


"How much longer is this go- 


ing on?" demanded Mrs. 
O'Flaherty, whose kitchen was 
constantly overrun with off-duty 
exterminators given to pinch, 
ing her daughter, flirting with 
her son's fiancee and complain- 
ing that her house was "the 
kind of dump rats deserve." 


"To 
tell you the truth, 


Ma'am," said Hogan, "it could 
take three years, five years, 
maybe seven or eight years, but 
we're not going to falter.

end of the house before the Fire 
Department arrived.

limited their possible area of 
operations." 


Two days later Hogan saw 


three rats dashing from the 
house next door, which belonged 
to the Smeeds, into the charred 
open end of the O'Flahertys' 
house. "That does it," Hogan 
told the Smeeds. "We're going: 
to have to hit their infiltration 
routes, whicli lead right through 
your house," 


Mr. Smeed went to Mr. 


O'Flaherty. "1 don't know about 
you," he said, "but if those 
bunglers come looking for rats 
in my house,

court." 


Hogan and Wertham quickly 


gathered their forces and thrust 
a massive assault into the attic. 
The carnage was considerable 
but at the peak of the battle 
the attic flooring, which had 
never been strong, buckled.
